Now that the Youth Socceroos have re- 
turned, belatedly, from their Central American 
safari, it is a good time to assess the lessons of 
the World Youth Championships and, in par- 
ticular, what mistakes were made. 

The Australian squad had the most thorou- 
gh preparation given to any sporting team 
from this country. 

For virtually a whole year, team coach Les 
Scheinflug conducted regular camps for his 
young players. 

No expense was spared, bringing the play- 
ers from all parts of Australia, housing them in 
expensive hotels and ensuring none suffered 
financial hardship by dedicating themselves 
to Soccer. 

Apart from the huge expense this incurred, 
the squad also travelled abroad frequently: for 
instance the Havelange tournament in 
Apaculpo was a bonus which-would have 
been unthinkable a few years ago when the 
Australian Soccer Federation had to carefully 
count its dollars and cents. 

The Youth Socceroos also played in Port 
Moresby and Costa Rica in qualifying mat- 
ches and had practice matches in places like 
Cessnock, Hobart and Adelaide. 

All of this costs money. The ASF must be 
congratulated on not stinting when it came to 
providing that money. 

Yet, having done so much that was right, 
the ASF appeared bent on doing everything 
wrong when it came to the climax of the 
Preparation. . .in Mexico itself. 

The fiasco of the hotel booking in Mexico 
City should never have happened. It was 
obvious as soon as the tour party disem- 
barked from the airport bus that the Prim 
Hotel was no place for a team of athletes to 
prepare for a World Championship. 

The rate for a single room with shower was 
$10. It was possible to buy a three-course 
meal at that hotel for less than $3. These were 
marvellous prices for tourists who had to 
count every peso, but hardly suitable for 
Australia's national Youth team on which a 
small fortune had been lavished before it 
reached Mexico City.

The ASF was 100 per cent correct to quit 
the Prim Hotel after just one uncomfortable 
night. The major problem at the place was the 
absence of air-conditioning in bedrooms — 
bearing in mind the necessity for players to 
enjoy regular sleep, not just at night but also, 
at times, during the afternoon. 

It now appears that the hotel was NOT 
checked out by anyone from Australia, an 
elementary error which should never have 


happened. 
Yet the ASF did not learn from its unhappy 
rience. Had the young Socceroos topped 
Group “A” in the Championship, they would 
have returned from Toluca to Mexico City for a 
quarter final match. 

Their hotel would have been the Beni Dorm. 
Better than the Prim? Perhaps — but, again, 
it was a hotel with no air-conditioning in the 
rooms | 

We understand the Beni Dorm had been 
looked at by Sir Arthur George, president of 
the ASF, who accepted it as a suitable headq- 
uarters for the Australian squad. 

Do we never learn from our mistakes ? 

In the days of Rudi Gutendorf as Australia’s 

national coach, there was one memorable 
tour of Europe and Asia. The major headquar- 
ters during that trip was Ipswich, where a 
former boarding school was used as a billet 
for the Socceroos. 
Up to three or four people shared rooms 
after some members of the party refused to 
sleep in an out-house which looked like a 
dormitory converted from stables.

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Even the location of the place was quite 
ridiculous.

Do we never learn from our mistakes ? 

While nobody will ever forget the humilia- 
tion of Australia’s late arrival at Mexico City’s 
Azteca Stadium, perhaps this is one incident 
we need not dwell upon at great length. FIFA, 
in its wisdom, accepted the ASF’s excuse for 
the late arrival of its squad. But it would have 
been better had the team departed from its 
hotel earlier. 

Some Soccer writers set out from the hotel 
for the Azteca at 5.15 and were in the ground 
soon after 6 p.m. That was two hours before 
the colourful opening ceremony. Too early ? 
Isn't that better than being too late 7 

Perhaps the biggest mistake made by Au- 
stralia’s representatives in Mexico was the 
botch-up of dates for the return journey to 


Sydney. 

The tour itinerary stated quite clearly that 
the party would leave Mexico City on Friday 
June 10. Only on Thursday June 9,when bags 
were being packed in Toluca for the return 
journey via Mexico City, did the ASF’s World 
Cup Committee chairman Peter McCann dis- 
cover that the date on the air tickets for the 
squad's return was Sunday June 12. 

How could such a mistake be made? Why 
should players, anxious to return home as 
specified on the itinerary, suddenly find out 
that they were condemned to spend an extra 
two days, with nothing to occupy their time, in 
Mexico City ? 

It was the final straw. 

In future, these mistakes must not be al- 
lowed to happen. There must be better plan- 
ning, better organisation, more attention to 
detail. 

Itis tough enough getting success in World 
Championships when everything runs smoo- 
thly : it is much tougher when blunders are 
made at administrative level.

ENGLAND'S 33 year old captain Peter Shilton 
has to be one of the world’s great goalkeepers, 
and possibly the best. 

Six feet tall, with broad strong shoulders and 
a magnificent pair of safe hands, Shilton has 
denied the world’s deadliest strikers, many 
goals. 

This magnificent, modern-day goalkeeper, 
who has just toured Australia for the three- 
international series between England and the 
Socceroos, has climbed to the top in Soccer 
through sheer hard work... with extreme, 
fanatical determination. 

Watching Shilton train in Sydney at Marks 
Field and the Cricket Ground, besides being 
most educational, was sheer ma ibove all, 
it was an embarrassing lesson to all our own 
first division players. 

The determination, self-motivation and con- 
stant drive that Shilton put into his training 
would put to shame all players in this country. 

Is it any wonder that England’s manager, 
Bobby Robson,told us in our interview last 
week: “Peter Shilton is one of the best profes- 
sionals in the world today.
